A Noted Horse-r/itej' 
it illi n BriUim 


Record Gone Upfoi- Tiro Years. 


Marshal Hewes has kindly furnishec 


us with a copy of the Terre Haute (Ind. 
Daily Express of Feb. 14th, which con 
tains the satisfying intelligence that th 
notorious horse-thief, Alexander Arnold, 
who stole two horses from Millard Bus 
sell and Frank Beall, near Decatur, on 
the night of January 7th, has gone to th 
Indiana penitentiary for n term of twc 
years for stealing a horse in that state 
Arnold, while in the Terre Haute jail, 
became communicative on seeing that hi 
career as n horse-thief had been cut short, 
and confessed that since June 4, 1881, he 
had stolen and sold no less than fort 
horses. The E.t-pi-e^ giTes the full detailb 
of Arnold's opeiations iu a three-column 
article. Ho first stole a horse at Martins 
ville, Ind.,;and sold it to Meyers, at Spring 
field, M.; at Brazil, Ind., he stole Doctoi 
Morgan's horse and buggy and traded tho 
horse to George Randall, nearAtwood 
111.; he stole a horse from Barney Dough- 
erty, at Terre Haute, and sold him to a 
fanner living near Kenney, iu DeWitt 
county, this state; from J. C. Hicklin 
of Tc-rre Haute, Arnold stole'a horse, and 
this animal was traded for another at 
Summit, Vermilion county, 111.; he stole 
a mare from Samuel Seymour, cear Jack- 
sonville, 111., on Sept. 7th, and sold her at 
Casey, 111.; at Jasper, Ind., he stole a fine 
bay mare from H. Bothert, and in the lat- 
ter part of September he stole a borne 
from this section, which has since been 
recovered; on Sept. 28th, at Jerseoville, 
111., while Barmirn'K show was making a 
parade, Arnold stole a horse and buggy 
belonging to John R. Beatty from the 
rack, iiud while on his way to Homer, 111.. 
the modern Dick Turpin stole a set of 
harness from a farmer. He was pursued 
for stealing the harness and a constable 
got away with the whole outfit, Arnold 
making his escape.

A brave 'Chicken thief named James 


Shipp was run down in the brush,, west of 
I>ecatnr, last evening, and arrested by 
Marshal Hewes on a warrant sworn ont 
by W. Z. Brown, who resides at "Browns- 
ville," a small suburban annexation to 
Decatur, at the West Main street crossing 
of the St. Louis branch 
road. Shipp has been 
vineyard, and had applied to P. H. Brueck 
and Mr. Brown for work. He wouldn't 
work for less than $1.25 a day, and as 
there were plenty of men ready and will- 
ing' to labor for $1.00 a day, Shipp was 
permitted to stand idly by with his hands 
in his pockets. Friday night last W. & 
Brown had fourteen fine chickens stolen 
from his hen house, and a fat turkey was 
stolen from L. L. Haworth's farm. Mr. 
Brown, on discovering liis loss, ascer- 
tained on Saturday that a man answering 
Shipjj's description had sold a lot of 
dressed chickens at the Adderley grocery 
sto:e, on North Water street, and he 
therefore set his pins to arrest the thief, 
•which, as above stated, was accomplished 
last evening. 
Shipp confesses that he 


stole Brown's chickens and sold them to 
Adderly; but in order to get at the fowls 
•he thief had to tear off n lock. If prose- 
cuted he will go up the road u term of 
years for burglary. Shipp has a wife and 
ive children.

ate character, und would make things 
lecidedly lively if anyone should attempt 
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Gone Out or Business. 


The "Maoon County Co-Operative As- 


sociation," of which Oeo. Q. Huroiibarger 
is president, Milton Clark, secretary, and 
P. P. Lehman, treasurer, baa gone out ot 
the agricultural implement business, hav- 
ing disposed of the entire stock of imple- 
ments to Deere, Mansur & Co., and Deer* 
& Co., of Moline, HI, on the first day of 
the present month. 
The association, 


which now has a membership of 300 fann- 
ers, who reside in Macon county, went 
into the agricultural implement business 
in Decatur seven years ago, and has done 
a business aggregating nearly $500,000 
during that time. Decatur was made 
one of the shipping points in Illinois for 
the Moline firms now in charge and the 
Hssociation did their business bcre, be 
sides supplying their own trade. The 
gentlemen now ia charge of the stock for 
the Moline manufacturers named are 
Reed Spencer as manager, Frank Lehman 
and Charles Green. The Co-Operative 
Association has simply gone out of busi- 
ness. It has not disbanded. Mr. P. F. 
Lehman, the treasurer, is now at the old 
store south of the Palace hotel office, and 
is engaged in settling up the affaire of the 
association of which he is a member. The 
association has a number of creditors,nnd 
it is Mr. Lehman's business to make col- 
lections.

whose information the Terre Haute offi- 
cials wei;e successful in capturing Arnold. 
Hie Express says that of the 34 homes 
which Arnold "gave away" to the officers, 
l-i or more have been found and returned 
to their owners. The Express states that

it has information that Arnold some years 
ago was senteueed to serve 18 years in 
the Illinois penitentiary, but he played 
the insanity, dodge and procured a pardon 
from Oov..Cullom. Arnold is said to be 
respectably connected, and he therefore 
persistently refused to reveal aiiv of his 
antecedents. In appearance, tbeExpresx 
describes him as about of the medium 
height, with dark hair, sandy mustache 
aiid blue eyes. He has gone to prison for 
two years on one charge and when his 
time is out, he will have regular business 
in vunous criminal courts in Illinois and 
Indiana, so long as he shall live. He is 
represented as a no-care kind of a cus- 
tomer, and laughed and joked as he left 
lerre Haute chained to a sentenced cat- 
tle thief. 
He was a dissipated fellow 


and spent considerable money in saloons 
and at gaming.

He 
will be put through on a charge of bigamy, 
the punishment for which offense against 
the statutes is imprisonment from one to 
five 3 ears, and a tine of not more than 
8KHIH. The marriage of an uncle and 
niece is incestuous under the Illinois law, 
the punishment for which is imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for a period of 
not more than 10 years. When her uncle 
and husband was m-rosted, Mrs. Bird 
strongly objected, but the officers were 
inexorable and tore him from Jier sight 
Mr. and Mm. Bird have been living in 
various ports of the country and had in- 
tended leaving Decatur to-day. Jolm 
Devine, the complainant, in still in the 
city, and will aid in the prosecution of 
his sister's illegal husband.

Tbe Medicine Men. 


The McLean Medical Society have 


been holding a meeting of unusual inter- 
est to their fraternity, lately, in which the 
following question was discussed: 


Resolved, That it would be for the in- 


terest of physicians and thrir patrons to 
compound and dispense then' own medi- 
cines. 


One doctor read a wordy paper, and 


closed by strongly advocating the scheme 
of giving the drug stores tbe go-by. He 
was in favor of the doctors of the county 
purchasing a stock of drugs of their own 
and filling their own prescriptions. No 
definite action was taken. 


"Big-" Tax-Payers. 


What goes with all the taxes paid for 


library purposes? The solicitors to the 
Public Library Book Fund report that 
they meet gentlemen every day who are 
"paying between $20 and 830 a year Li- 
brary tax.'' One gentleman has been 
found .who pays less than S20! his 
"Library tax is 819.50 a yeur." These re- 
porta, except in one instance, are not 
made by men who are knoim as the large 
property-owners of Decatnr. What goes 
with all this money? Only about $1700 
of it is u&;d directly for library purposes. 
In this connection it should be stated 
that an examination of the collector's 
books shows that no one man in Deeatur 
has paid more than $10 libra;y tux, and 
•not more than five pernons in Decalur 
have paid that much. 


A Compromise. 


The 310,000 suit of Charles Johnson, of 


Indianapolis, against Harp township, De 
Witt county, has been settled for 81,500

Honoring1 the Aged. 


On the 31st of January Mr. Isaac 


Moore, father of the Hon. C. H. 
Moore, of Clinton, was eighty-eight 
years of age. 
His friends in Farmer 


City got up a surprise party to cele- 
brate the day, and among the guests 
were a number of the old people of 
that town. The Farmer City Reaper 
gives an interesting account of the 
occasion, and in addition a brief 
sketch of Mr. Moore's life, which we 
copy: 


Mr. Moore is a very remarkable 


man in many respects, and we gath- 
ered some incidents of his life to 
make up the following brief sketch 


He was born in Saratoga county, 


N Y . January 21&t. 1794, and dur- 
ing the first term of George Wash- 
ington's administration as president 
of the United States. At the age of 
seventeen he went to Ohio, and was 
married to his^ first wife when in his 
23d year, settled in Geauga county, 
and turned his attention to farming. 
By his first wife he was the father of 
eight children—five sons and three 
daughters—the oldest of the sons 
being C H. Moore, of Clinton, a man 
who occupies a prominent position in 
the history of DeWitt county. 
The 


second son is A. C. Moore, of Ohio, 
third Blish Moore, of Harp township, 
in this county; the fourth is Milam 
Moore, a jeweler of this city, and 
with whom the father is now living; 
the fifth is H. C. Moore, a wealthy 
lumber merchant of Oekaloosa. Iowa. 
The daughters are all dead. 
Mr. M. 


lias been married three times—his 
first wifo living fifteen years after 
ber raarringe; his, second, who had 
ono child, lived thirty years after her 
marriage, the third lived eighteen 
years with him, but had no children. 
He served in the war of "12" when a 
boy, and now draws a pension for 
that service. He has figured exten- 
sively in public life, having been J. 
P. for fifteen years, and county com- 
missioner for some time. He always 
• oted with the Whig party, and that 
party elected him in 1847 to repje- 
lent his county in the state legisla- 
;ure. Mr. M. descended from revo- 
ntionary stock, his father having 
served seven years in the war of In- 
dependence. 
His first vote was cast 


'or Enfus King, opponent of James 
Monroe, who was elected.

s owing to his prudent habits and 
evenness of temper, he never sued a 
man and never was sued; he never' 
struck n man and no man ever struck 
lim; no man ever called,him a liar 
and he never called a man a liar in 
lis life: he never was sick a day 
ince he can remember that he could 
not get around and attend to busi- 
ness, and he is now floating toward 
•he great ocean, and resting in the 
ranquil shadow of the twilight, 
waiting the final aummonb that shall

Club of New,York 


celebrated the birthday of Abraham 
Lincoln on Monday night, by a ban 
qaet 
Among the guests was Gen. 


Grant, who, in response to a toast 
said: 


I like the name of your club; ] 


like the principles upon which it is 
based;. I like the name, because i 
bears the name of one of the greatee 
.men that our country has produced, 
and one who probabfy was better fo: 
that time and for the occasion than 
perhaps, any man we had in this 
country. 
Although when the war 


broke put in 1801 I was a citizen o 
the same state that'the president be 
longed to, I had never met him unti 
I came east in 1864 to take comnianc 
of all the armies. He had a fund oi 
anecdote, bat it was always to illus 
trate a point 
I will give you one 01 


the stories ttaat I heard him tell, as 
an indication: -After the surrender oi 
A'ppomatox I gave the necessary or- 
ders for the parolh'ng and releasing 
of prisoners and ordered Genera! 
Meade to march the army to take the 
Brookville junction of tho Richmond 
aud Danville with the Western road. 
I started back to Washington to stop 
enlistments and the purchasing oi 
supplies,, and the general expenseb 
of the army. 
The confederate gov- 


ernment and the state government oi 
Virginia left Richmond about tho 
same time Lee did. 
Wheu they left 


Danville, arid finding they were not 
pursued, they stopped for a time; I 
was supposed to bo with the army, 
but I-had gone on to Washington. 
After I left there I received a tele- 
gram from General Meade which had 
been written by Governor Smith, oi 
Virginia, in which he said he was 
the governor of the commonwealth 
of the state of Virginia, and as such 
he had temporarily taken the state 
government to Danville. He wished 
to know whether he would be per- 
mitted to carry on the, functions of 
his office unmolested; if he was not 
permitted to do so ho wished to know 
whether he and his friends would be 
permitted to leave the country with- 
out molestation. I referred the mat- 
ter to Mr. Lincoln, and a few min- 
utes after he said: "Well, now, I am 
just like my friend McGroiarity, of 
Springfield. 
He was very fond of 


drinking; he would drink a good 
deal, but his friends persuaded him 
to join the temperance society. But 
be - was so much in the habit of 
drinking that he had to go through 
the motions by taking soda water. 
(Laughter.) For two or three days 
be held to soda water, but he held 
the glass behind his back and said, 
'Doctor, could you not put in a drop 
unbeknownst to meself ^ " (Laugh- 
ter.) 
And I knew then as well what 


I was to do and what I was to reply 
to Governor Smith's letters, as if 
Mr. Lincoln had made a speech as 
long as the speech of Senator Me 
Donald.

THE LATEST MOVE. 


We are in receipt of a call for a 


Slate convention, to be held at 
Springfield on the 15th of March, 
lor

Streeter, the late 
Greenback candidate for Governor, 
who, whatever his vagaries upon 
economic questions, is not to be set 
down as a practical joker. But the 
main purpose of the movement seems 
to be, to compel the railroad eorpora- 
lions to adopt the schedules formu- 
' lated by the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners, and to enforce their ob-

As It is In Ireland. 


D. B. Locke, known as Petroleum 


V. Nasby, has been traveling in Ire- 
land and tells what he saw there. 
The following is a specimen: 
' ' 


In the four weeks that Mr. Locke 


waa in the south of Ireland, he visit- 
ed and was inside of 158 cabins. His 
first visit, he said, was to an average 
district in the county Cork, the Gal- 
tee mountains, about twelve miles 
from the village of Michellstown. 
Having made a very short speech in 
Cork the Saturday before, lie was fa- 
vored with a guard of honor, consist 
ing of two of the Irish constabulary. 
One of the cabins which he entered 
the lecturer described as simply hor- 
rible. 
The idea, he said, of human 


beings, made in God's image, having 
the power to think, to reason and to 
act, could live, even exist, in such a 
hovel 
was 
incredible; 
Wading 


through mud and slush coming over 
his shoe-tops, he bent his head and 
entered. The room, if so it could be 
called, by any stretch of imagination, 
was so low that he could not stand 
erect. 
The cold, bare earth that con- 


stituted the floor was damp and slip- 
pery, as the rain came trickling down 
through the open thatch and formed 
little pools on the ground. 
Near n 


suggestion of a fire were huddled a 
woman and four children, the oldest 
not more 'than eight years of age. 
As ho entered they all uros°. 
He was 


horrified to see that they were with- 
out stockings and shoes, and their 
clothing was so torn ami ragged that 
it afforded no warmth whatever. The 
mother and her little girls were blup 
with cold. 
Their 
features 
were 


pinched with hunger. 
Their whole 


appear.-- nee indicated the want and 
suffering they had been enduring for 
years. 
Over in one corner of the 


room was what they call a bed. 
It 


consisted of four posts driven into 
the ground. On stringers were laid 
a few rough boards, and on these 
boards were dried leaves and heath- 
er covered with a few old potato 
sacks. 
There is where this family of 


six persons slept. 
There was ' uo 


window in the house, the only light 
and ventilation being furnished by 
thi> door and the cracks in the thatched 
roof.' As for meat, that is something 
they never dreuru of eating. Only 
once a year do they dare to hope to 
taste it. On Christmas day they 
manage, if they can, to boil the half 
of a pig's face, and they mix their 
stirabout with buttermilk to make a 
gorgeous feast. 
That i.s tho only 


meal they ever have, and tho pleas- 
ure of this indulgence is destroyed by 
the terrible remorse that always fol- 
lows extravagance. 
Two meals of 


potatoes a day — that is the diet they 
are born to live upon. As to their 
clothing, that is something too horri- 
ble to talk about.
